} Filling. the Dominions with labour, | 
overcrowding the market, making 
tramps of the majority? Yes, and 
even the man that was bora here, 


who should have’ the preference to 


get an existence in his own country. 
but now many of them have to swag 
it, as well as the newcomers.

The death of Mr. Robert H. 
Ingersoll, who was. the first to pro- 


scitle, and who built up on enor- 
“mous watch and clock manufactur- 
ing business, has ‘taken place . at 
Denver in his seventieth year. 

| Mr. Ingersoll, who was the son 
lof a Michigan’ farmer, went to 
New, York while’ still in’his teens, 
having ten dollars in’ his pocket. 
He soon added to his-small capital, 


and having invented a° rubber 
printing stump, was able to in- 
crease it still’further. ~ ‘ 
Subsequently he’ produced a toy 
typewriter, a new kind of pencil, 
a toy sewing machine, and other 
small, articles, all of’ which proved 
more or less, profitable. Then he 
started a. mail order department, 
which is said to have been the first 
of its kind, and eventually, in 
partnership with his. brother, 
Charles H. Ingersoll, he put his. 
dollar watch on-the market...” 
The sale of this cheap time-keeper 
was-considerable from the first, and 
the business, progressed by ‘leaps 
and bounds till it became almost 
world-wide ‘in its
